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Picdustrial parks urged 


Future development of in- 
dustrial parks in Madison 
County is most likely to take 
place at eight key locations, 
according to a research report 
issued today by ‘the. Illinois 
Metro East Industrial 
Development Corporation. 

Identification of the eight 
potential industrial centers was 
the result of an intensive in- 


* vestigation supported by Illinois 


Metro East and conducted 
under the supervision of SIUE 
Associate Professor Robert L. 
Koepke. 

Three of the future centers 
are located near the Quad- 
Cities. 

One is located west of Ill. 
Route 3 just south of dnterstate 


Taioiens is located along both 
sides of Ill. Route 3 just north of 
1-270. 

The third is located along both 
sides of Ill. Route 111 just north 
of 1-270. 

Two potential centers were 
identified in the Collinsville 
Edwardsville area. The largest 
of these two is a tract southeast 
of Edwardsville lying west of I- 
55-70 on both sides of 1-270 from 
Ill. Route 162 north to the 
Illinois Central Gulf Railroad. 

The second. potential center 
lies northwest of Collinsville 
just north of 1-55-70 and west of 
Ill. Route 157. 

Three potential centers are 
located in the Alton-Wood River 
area. One is just north of the 
intersection of U.S. Highway 67 
and Ill. Route 267 in Godfrey 
Township. Another is west of 
Wood River along Ill. Route 3 
across from the Olin Cor- 
poration’s brass mill, and the 
third is adjacent to and around 
the Civic Memorial Airport at 
Bethalto.. 

Richard H. Dykes, the cor- 
poration’s executive director, 
said the study was undertaken 
primarily to aid in preparing for 
future industrial development’ 
in the county. 

“While existing industrial and 
business parks such as those 
located in Madison, Highland, 
‘Edwardsville and Alton have 
been of real value in helping to 
meet the needs for quality in- 
dustrial sites," he said, ‘the 
amount of available space is 
dwindling. 

“We need to take steps now to 
insure that similar property will 
be available for use in- the 
future.”” 

All of these sites have real 
promise for industrial 
development, Dykes said. 

“I don’t think that there is 
another area in the entire 
country which offers so much 
attractive land for 
development located so near 
to the center of a major city.” 

Plans for development of one 
of these cts are already 
under way. 

Last April, the Civic 
Memorial Airport Authority 
announced its intent to develop 
a business park on authority- 
owned property at- Bethalto. 
Initial site development ‘is 
expected to begin within the 
next few months.

Suspended __particulate—fi- 
nely divided particles that 
remain in the air for extended 
periods, and because of their 
small size are capable of 
bypassing the body’s- nasal 
defenses and being inhaled into 
the lungs—decreased markedly 
in the Granite City area during 
1973. 

So say the latest figures from 
the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency, compiled 
from data produced from local 
agencies, including the Granite 
City Air Pollution Control 
Office, GCAPCO Technician 
Larry Canada noted today. 

The seven “high-volume” air 
sampler stations operating in 
different locations within 
Granite City produced data 
which indicated a decrease of 
an average of 20 micrograms 
per cubic meter per station. 

“This decrease, although 
significant and encouraging, 
has not, however, brought the 
suspended particulate matter 
level in Granite City tp within 
the primary ambient standard

meter—this being the 
desired ma to. thwart 
even the possibility. of a public 
health hazard,’ Canada said. 

“The major health effects of 
particulates, according ‘to 
numerous’ studies, are related 
to temporary or permanent 
injury of the surfaces of the 
respiratory system. 

“High particulate _con- 
centrations have been 
associated with increased 
mortality, acute worsening of 
chronic bronchitis patients, and 
increased respiratory illness in 
children. Adverse material 
effects of particulates include 
corrosion of metals, soiling of 
textiles and buildings, and 
damage to electrical equip- 
ment. 

“The ~air in .Granite City 
sampled by the Granite City Air 
Pollution Office was at an 
average in excess of 75 per cent 
more concentrated in 
suspended particulate than the 
U.S. EDA has deemed ac- 
ceptable.

Illinois leads all states im — 
licensing occupations, firms

When you break that egg for 
your morning’s breakfast, don’t 
take it for granted. Some people 
need a license from the ite 
just to do it. 

It’s not that simple, of course. 

The Illinois Department of 
Agriculture issues egg breaking 
licenses to businesses: which 
break eggs for food purposes. It 
requires the business to meet 
the sanitary law and the rules 
and regulations governing the 
egg breaking practice. They, 
too, are issued by the depart- 
ment. 

At the present time, there are 
seven such licenses issued by 
the IDA’s_ division of 
agricultural industries 
regulation. 

They cost $200 for a class II 
license (over 50,000 pounds each 
year) and expire each Oct. 31. 
There are no class I licenses 
(less than 59,000 pounds) issued 
at this time. : 

Illinois, at 181, licenses more 
occupations and businesses 
than any other state in the 
country, a report compiled by 
the Mlinois Legislative Council 
discloses. California is second, 
with 178, and Pennsylvania 
third, with 165: 

Of the 181 occupations, 44 are 
licensed by a board or com- 
mission. The boards have all the 
powers associated with the 
licensing function: 

Administrative services are 
often provided by*departments 
of which the boards are a part, 
according to the ILC. 

Much of the licensing is 
centralized within the Depart- 
ment of Registration and 
Education; 89 different licenses 
are issued and regulated under 
32 statutes. It also licensés and 
certifies 32 professions and 
occupations. 

Most of the businesses and 
occupations licensed in ‘Illinois 
require 'a one-year certificate 

All require an-application fee 
and renewal charge as well as 
some proof of good character. 

Some require a testing of 
knowledge, and some require a 
regular report of financial 
conditions

Railroad safety should be a 
majority priority of the federal 
and state governments, Michael 
J. Howlett. said last week. 
Secretary of State Howlett 
spoke at a regional dinner of the 
United Transportation Union. 
Delegates attending 
represented 27,000 railroad 
workers of Illinois and 

fisconsin. 

“Safe railroad transportation 
is essential to the economy of 
the United States,” said 
Howlett. ‘‘This is especially 
true in Illinois, the railroad 
center of the nation. 

“Tllinois “is served by 44 
railroads, more than any other 
state in the union. We have 
14,446 miles of track, second 
only to Texas, which has 15,887.

Trains have been running off 
the track in Iinois at 2 rate of 
five a week. 

“Although we have had a 
strong Federal Railroad Safety 
Act since 1970, train accidents 
have been rising. 

“Last year, there were 9,396 
train accidents in the U.S., an 
increase of 24 per cent from 
1972. There were 1,913 persons 
killed. 

“The number of railroad 
‘employes killed was 20 per cent 
higher that the year before. 

“Figures for Iinois show 
how railroad safety has 
progressively worsened. In‘ 
1971, we had 107 derailments. In 
"1972, we had 117 and in 1973, we 
had 152. In just the first half of 
1974, we already have had 135. 

“About 52 percent of the 
Illinois accidents. were cai 
by track faults, ‘about 28-/per 
cent by defective equipment 
and the rest for other reasons, 
including 10 per cent for human 
error. 

“What has been happening 
was brought forcefully to public 
attention by the $17 million 
explosion in Decatur July 19 
when a string of tank cars with 
liquefied petroleunt gas rolled 
into a standing boxcar. 

“Seven railroad ‘workers 
died. More than 100 were hurt. 

“Your union had complained 
before the explosion about. the 
nearness of a bunkhouse to the 
tracks in the railroad yard. 

“The railroad. workers who 
died had beén sleeping in the 
bunkhouse, eating in the ad- 
joining restaurant or standing 
around nearby. 

“The Decatur disaster was 
similar to another in. East St. 
Louis in January. 1972, when a 
liquefied petroleum gas leak in 
a railroad yard caused a $712 
million explosion which hurt 232 
persons. 

“Federal and state govern- 
ments are moving to correct 
unsafe conditions. 

“The U.S. Transportation 


Department has ordered new. 
shields installed on 18,000 tank 
cars used for highly flammable 
cargo. They are désigned to 
prevent the cars from puncture 
in collisions. 

~*‘The __state *-Commerce 
Commission has put a:10 miles 
per hour speed limit on track 
through Chicago's. south 
suburbs. which state inspectors 
found had a poor bed, with” 
rotted crossties. 

“The federal government has 
regulations for special handling 
of cars loaded with poison gas 
or high explosives. The state 
Commerce Commission has 
proposed to extend the 
regulations to other types of 
hazardous carloads. 

“The state commission has 
issued a new order, which is 
being contested in the courts. If 
it becomes effective, it will be 
the most stringent set of 
regulations Of any state, more 
stringent than the federal 
regulations. 

“Tt takes money—taxpayers’ 
money—to pay government 
inspectors, make in- 
vestigations and enfor. 
government safety regulation 
But if it takes money to make 
our railroads ‘safe, the money 
must be spent. 

“As a state officer for nearly 
14 years, I've made my record 
on economy in government. But 
I don’t believe in economizing to 
the point of danger. 

“In deciding the priorities for 
expenditure of taxpayers’ 
money, the safety of our 
railroads—and of their em- 
ployes, their passengers and 
their freight—deserves high 
consideration,” Howlett con-

“Breath of Life: Week” is 
scheduled for Sept. 8 through 
Sept. 15 in the Quad-Cities. 
Volunteers are urgently needed 
to help in the door-to-door fund 
raising drive, Mrs. ° Worthen 
said. ‘ 

A wanton crippler of children, 
Cystic Fibrosis (C-F) is striking 
randomly allover the country, 
Mrs. Worthen said. It is now a 
new virus or bacterial strain, or 
even a strange fungus. It is 
illusive and in many cases 
unsolvable. It\is lung-damaging 
disease, she explained. 

Many people fail to realize the 
real crippling. capacity of lung: 
damaging disease and the 
serious thteat it presents to 
children, she said. The U.S. 
Health Department statisties 
confirm that millions of 
children in this country suffer 
lung-damaging diseases like 
cystic fibrosis, chronic bron- 
chitis, bronchiectasis, asthma, 
faulty lung development: 
recurrent or persistent 
pneumonia, and others. 

Of diseases that kill children, 
lung disease is second only to 
cancer. Cystic fibrosis, the most 
serious lung disease, is the 
number one genetic killer of 
children, the chairman noted. 

A lung-damaging disease 
means a constant fight to 
continue breathing. In the case 
of cystic fibrosis, it means 
hours of therapy, consuming 
antibiotics and digestive en- 
zymes, often sleeping in a mist 
tent and inhaling medicated 
vapors. Every lung disease can 
mean frequent checkups and 
tests, hospitalizations and bouts 
with infection, Mrs. Worthen 
advised. 

For an entire family lung- 
damaging. disease can mean 
financial strain and emotional 
problems stemming from 
exhaustive demands and, in the 
inherited cystic fibrosis, guilt. 
Even with ‘best emotional 
and financial‘ conditions, lung- 
damaging disease can’ mean 
special problems for the family 
in just doing ordinary things 
together. 

Over-night trips'| and 
vacations can be extremely 
difficult, with all the equipment 
that must be carried along. 
And,ythe lufig-damaged ‘child 
can’t be too far away from a 
shopital since he may require 
emergency Sérivce.. Coping 
effectively with the realities of 
an incurable disease like C-F is 
difficult for the entire farnily, 
the drive chairman said. _/ 

Lung-damaging disease is a 
problem of major pro one 
and that’swhy the Gateway 


Chapter of the Cystic Fibrosis 
Foundation is seeking funds~ 


through the “Breath of Life 
Campaign,” she explained. 
The National Cystic Fibrosis 
Foundation (NCFRF) provides 
support for more than 110 C-F 
Centers all over the country for 


diagnosis and treatment of < 


lung-damaged children. The 
centers also provide for 
research, training and 
educational programs. The 
NCFRF also funds scientists 
and researchers seeking a cure 
for C-F, a test to detect carriers 
of the gene for C-F, and im- 
proved treatment for all lung- 
darnaging diseases. 

Evaluating the progress of 
the total NCFRF programs is 
not simple process, Mrs. 
Worthen said. One fact is 
cerlain, she pointed out, today 
50 per cent of the patients with 
cystic fibrosis can expect to live 
beyond the age of 18. 

When the Foundation was 
foynded in 1955, most’ children 
with C-F could not expect to live 
beyond infancy. Many children 
with the other lung-damaging 
diseases are beriefiting from the 
care developed for cystic 
fibrosis patients. In many in- 
‘tances the other children can 
be cured. 

In less than 20 years, the 
foundation has changed from a 
small group~ of dedicated 
parents to a nation-wide net- 
work of chapters and branches 
devoted to the cause of those 
original founders. Today 
millions of people are involved 
and dedicated to the expanded 


goals of conquering all lung-

The tribe members will not 
name ‘a child until the second 
birthday due to the high death 
rate among children. 

‘New -Guinea is the second 
largest island in the world and 
covers 189,000 square miles. 
There are 750 known tribes and 
a population of three million 


People. 

Kuku Kuku ¢ribesmer 
are cannibals and many of the 
tribes on the island are 
headhunters. 

Open warfare between tribes 
is common, and. many 
tribesmen: look forward to 
mortal combat, Fitzgerald 
related. 

He displayed primitive 
weapons, including clubs, bows, 
arrows and spears used by the 
Kuku Kuku tribe. 

Coffee is the principal crop of 
the island and sweet potatoes, 
corn, tomatoes and greens 
make up the principal diet. The 
only, meat, except among the 
cannibals, is an occasional wild 
pig.

What you don't know 
about plants can kill you

Do you know that it’s safe to 
cook and eat rhubarb stock 
but dangerous to use the 
blades? 
~ Do youor your children own 
bracelets or other pieces of 
jewelry made of red and black 
precatory beans? A single 
seed has enough poison to kill 
a human. 

Do you know it’s a myth 
that if animals or birds eat 
berries they’re safe for hu- 
mans? 

In this day of health-food fa- 
natics, many persons are 
looking to natural foods for 
daily nutrition. 

Vegetables, flowers and 
herbs are among the favor- 
ites. 

What many people don’t re- 
alize is that some of these 
foods, especially if eaten in 
large quantities, may be haz- 
ardous. | 

‘Among the 300,000 species 

, of plants on earth, more than 
700 have caused death or seri- 
‘ ous illness in man or animals. 
Several hundred are found in 
the United States — in the 
‘wild and in backyard gardens. 

Dr. Frank A. Crane, a pro- 

fessor in the University of Ili- 
nois college of pharmacy in 
Chicago, grows poisonous 
plants. He does it deliberate- 
ly. 
Yamnese pretty poisons are 
cultivated at the university's 
experiment station in Down- 
ers Grove along with plants 
which may yield helpful 
drugs. 

Researchers for the project 
are interested in determining 
which compounds in plants 
are toxic and how much is 


necessary to cause illriess or 
death in humans and animals, 

Potato plants, for example, 
contain a moleciile called sol- 
anine which is violently toxic. 
When eaten in large amounts 
it first causes irritation and 
injury of the digestive tract. 

Then it is absorbed through 
the injured tissue to the bloc‘\- 
stream, where it causes mé.l- 
functions of the nervous sys- 
tem. 

The vine of the plant has 
killed much livestock. The po- 
tato tubers (the part which we 
eat) have been known to re 
sult in human death. 4 

‘The solanine always is pres 
ent in tubers but the normal 
content is only one ténth ithe 
amount necessary to produce 
serious symptoms. 

The layer next to the skin of 
the potato usually contains 
most of the solanine: Areas 
which appear green such as 
sunburned spots contain the 
largest amount of the mole- 
cule. 

To prevent any chance the 
poison might enter the body, 
the spots and sprouts should 
be peeled off the potato before 
cooking. The skins of the veg- 
etable are harmless if eaten in 
normal quantities. 

Another popular food which 
has high toxicity is apples. 
The poisonous chemical is 
HCN (prussic acid or cya- 
nide) and is in the seed of the 
fruit. 

Medical records include the 
case of a man who considered 
appleseeds a delicacy. He 
saved the seeds until he hada 
cupful and then devoured 
them. And died soon after- 
ward. -

cal is found in thebark, leaves

and pits of cherries, peaches, 
apricots and some varieties of 
almonds. The chemical is 
harmless, however, if eaten in 
‘small amounts. 

Some types of philodendron 
and dieffenbachia, caladium 
and elephant’s ear cause in- 
tense burning and irritations 
of the mouth, tongue and lips. 

Jim Schaefer, a grower and 
manager .of the garden de- 
partment at a greenhouse in 
Montgomery, suggests it 
would be most helpful if par- 
ents knew what kind of plants 
they have in their house and 
garden and warn their’ chil- 
dren to stay away from harm- 
ful varieties. 

Louis Gdalman. |, director of 
the poison control center at 
Rush-Presbyterian-St. Lukes 
Medical Center in Chicago, 
said one of the problems in 
treating children who have 
eaten plants is that the par- 
ents do not know the name of 
the plant. 

Often the child’s stomach is 
pumped unnecessarily. 

The Illinois Department of 
Public Health reports that of 
the 7,876 cases of accidental 
poisoning reported by poison 
control centers in the state, 
122 involved plant ingestion. 
Several of those persons were 
hospitalized but no) deaths 
were recorded. 

Plants rank fourth national- 
ly among things accidentally 
swallowed by children. They 
follow aspirin, vitamins and 
household preparations. 

Dangerous varieties of 
flowers include poinsettias, 
daphne, lily of the valley, 
irises and yellow or Carolina 
jessamine. 

‘The poinsettia is a type of 
spurge and is a common orna- 
mental plant. Years ago the 
plant was considered ex- 
tremely deadly. 

Recent studies, however, 
have shown that poinsettias 
grown today do not contain 
the poisonous toxic they used 
to. Its caustic plant juices 
can, however, inflame tissues 
of the digestive tract if enough 
is ingested. | 

Daphne, as. lovely as it 
sounds, can be deadly. It, too, 
is a common ornamental 
plant, usually one to three feet 
tall. 

The flowers of the plant 
form small red berries which 
are attractive to children. 
They contafn a strongly irri- 
tant glycoside which can 
cause burning or ulceration in 
the digestive tract. 

Lilies of the valley are pop- 
ular in backyard gardens and 
in floral arrangements. They 
contain cardioactive glyco- 
sides and can be poisonous, 
even if eaten. in .small 
amounts, 

Wild and cultivated irises 
have irritant substances in 
the leaves and in the. fleshy 
underground rhizome. Severe 
digestive upset can result fol- 
lowing ingestion of moderate 
amounts. 

According to John M. 
Kingsbury, associate profes- 
sor of botany at the New York 
State College of Agriculture, 
Cornell University, some chil- 
dren have been poisoned by 
sucking nectar from the

Coal gasification may 
vuseewens be hazardous to health

SPRINGFIELD — Though 
many fuels are in short sup- 
ply, Illinois coal is abundant, 
so conversion of high sulfur 
coal to environmentally ac- 
ceptable gas is being touted 
by many as the way to go. Pri- 
vate and government re- 
search into the many possible 
Processes available have been 
under way for some time, and 
Gov. Daniel Walker recently 
made headlines announcing 
the state would seek location 
in Dlinois of federal research 
facilities into coal gasifica- 
tion. 

Now, complications have 
arisen. The Illinois Institute 
for Environmental Quality, 
through its Environmental 
Health Resource Center, is 
warning that coal gasification 
may be hazardous to your 
health — at least if you live 
anywhere near the gasifica- 


tion plant. 


Until now, the chief consid- 
eration in locating possible 
plants was availability of coal 
and abundance of.water — a 
250 million cubic feet per day 
plant would use an estimated 
10,000 to 20,000 gallons per 
minute, with more (up to 
100,000 gallons a minute) 
needed for cooling and other 
requirements. 

Now, warns the EHRC, site 
decisions had better also take 


into consideration how many 
high-risk individuals live in 
the area — persons witH res- 
piratory ailments, the elderly, 
those. with liver, -kidney or 
. neurological disorders, chil- 
dren, anemics, tobacco smok- 
ers, an se with peripheral 
lung ailments. 
If that doesn’t cover most of 
e population anyway,, the 
EHRC adds that if enough of 
the by-products of coal gasifi- 
cation are released, all hu- 
mans exposed will be af-. 


. fected. 


The dangers, according to 
the EHRC, range from risk of 
explosion, dangerous pollu- 
tion of enormous quantities of 
water, production of large 
numbers of toxic aromatic 
compounds which can’ causé

Air bag safety 
being pushed

The automobile ‘industry, 
faced with one deadline after 
another since the environ- 
mentalists and highway safe- 
ty advocates have become vo- 
cal in the last few years, now 
is coming up on another 
knuckle-whitener — the con- 
troversial air bag as a safety 
device. 

Air bags could be a major 
safety development of the fu- 
ture, auto makers concede. 
But research and develop- 
ment is not far enough’ along 
for the government to require 
their installafion, the , car 
makers have advised federal 
officials. 

The big four U.S. manufac- 
turers told the National High- 
way Traffic Safety Adminis- 
tration (NHTSA) that at least 
three additional years will be 
needed to meet the require- 
ments for passive restraint 
systems. Yet regulations re- 
quire that air bags be in- 
stalled on all cars sold after 
Sept. 1, 1976 (the 1977 model 
year). 

(In Washington, the House 
has voted to void regulations 
requiring new cars to have 
seat belt interlock systems, 
buzzers or air bags. But a 
Senate bill leaves untouched 


the present’air bag and inter- 
lock rules. The differences 
maust be resolved in a House- 
Senate conference.) 

Industry spokesmen make 
the point that air bag per- 
formance under ‘:real life” 
conditions is an unknown. Of 
1,750 air bag-equipped cars on 
the road, only a couple of 
dozen have deployed in acci- 
dents. In these, there were 
two deaths and one severe in- 


Moreover, all air bag ex- 
perience'and most of the ré- 
search has been with full-size 
cars. Little is known about 
their effectiveness in small or 
minicars. 

Coupled with these un- 
knowns is the fact that pas- 
sive restraint requirements 
could block current industry 
projects to improve lap and 
shoulder belts. 

‘And, of course, the air bags 
would add another $200 to the 
price of a car — without any 
profit to the makers — indus- 
try spokesmen warn. Emis- 
sion contro] devices and belts 
already have helped to tack 
from $200 to $480 on the price 
of Americans’ autos.

(208) fails to define what form 
of passive restraint system 
must be on 1977 model cars.

On impact, a sensor located 
in the front of the car causes a 
gas under high presdure to be 
discharged into the bag at ex- 
tremely high velocity. In less 
than half a second the bag in- 
flates, cushions the oceupant 
from impact with the’¢ar’s in- 
ternal surfaces, then deflates. 


Controversy has. hounded 
the air bag system ever since 
it was proposed. Advocates 
support it as a significan} step 
ahead to reduce death and in-> 
jury on the nation’s highways, 
partly because so many mil- 
lions of Americans refuse to 
fasten seat belts or’ shoulder 
harnesses. 


Critics, however, submit 
eVidence that the air bag may 
not provide the best possible 
way to cut deaths and in- 
juries. They point out that 
jhile the system is effective 
in frontal impacts, it offers 
virtually no protection in side 
impacts, rollovers and sec- | 
ondary collisions. About a 
fourth of all accidents involve 
side impacts or rollovers.

The unhappy fact that must 
be faced by Illinois Republicans

far ahead of Burditt as he was 
when Burditt was nominated 
last spring. 

Failure to develop a 
meaningful issue is undoubtedly 
the reason. 

There was no lack of issues in 
the campaigns that saw the

In 1970, the late Republican 
Ralph T. Smith of Alton, a 
native Granite Cityan‘appointed 
by Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie to 
fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Sen. Everett M. 
Dirksen, was crushed by 
Stevenson, largely in a voters 
revolt against Ogilvie’s income 
tax. 

In 1966, Republican Charles 
H. Percy won handily over 
Democrat Paul Douglas as a 
result of voter discontent with 
the Vietnam War and Douglas’ 
advanced age. 

But this year about the only 
major issue handy is the 
economy and Stevenson—not 
Burditt—is exploiting that.

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Issue voting by public, response 


by leaders urged at graduation 


People expect much more 
from the President of the United 
States now than they did when 
Calvin Coolidge was in office, 
Carl Tubbesing told graduating 
seniors at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
Thursday. 2 

Tubbesing, an assistant 
professor of government at the 
University, made the comment 
in an attempt to explain what he 
called ‘‘that mess in 
Washington. 

Following the com- 
mencement speech, bachelor 
and graduate degrees were 
conferred on 959 candidates by 
Dr. John S. Rendleman, SIUE 
president 

As political expectations have 
increased, as the President has 
become the central figure, the 
effect of what he does is in- 
creasingly apparent in the 
political attitudes and opinions 
which- most of us have, 
Tubbesing said. 

“The ~things which the 
President does are reflected in 
the way many of the rest of us— 
his public, his constituents— 
u about political things, 

besing explained. 
bbesing cited two trends in 
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American life—a continuing 
alienation of people from. their 
government and°a~paorly in- 
formed electorate during. the 
1950s and early 1960s— 
contending that both trends 
developed as a result of the 
public’s view of the presidency. 

While the Watergate break-in 
and related incidents con- 
tributed to growing alienation 
from the political process, the 
trend began long before these 
events, Tubbesing said. 

He cited the “credibility gap” 
suffered by President Lyndon 
B. Johnson as a result of the 
government’s actions in the 
Vietnam war as one of the early 
causes of alienation. 

“The war ultimately became 
Johnson's war. Protests against 
the war were directed at him— 
the President. - 

“Watergate ultimately was 
not Haldeman’s or Ehrlich- 
man's or Mitchell's problem; 
rather it was President Nixon’s 
problem. What the President 
did had a direct bearing on the 
way many people came to feel 
about their government and 
politics. ‘ 

“Alienation resulted, if only. 
in part, from the way the 
President behaved and acted,’’ 
Tubbesing said. 

The SIUE professor believes 
voters in the 1950s and early 
1960s did not concern them- 
selves with important issues, in 
deciding how to vote, but relied 
more on party affiliations as a 
voting guide. ~ 

“Beginning with the Wilkie- 
Roosevelt race in 1944, yoters 
for 20 years were not presented 
candidates who differed 
significantly on important 
issues. The alternatives which 
the candidates presented on 
most issues were of the 
Tweedle-dum, "Tweedle-dee 
variety,” Tubbesing said, 

Tubbesing said candidates for 
the presidency have offered 
greater choices on issues since 
1964, giving voters more clear- 
cut alternatives. 

“Voters have responded in 


George 


kind—they have voted for the 
candidate tlosest to their own 
perception of how things should 
be done,” Tubbesing said. 

Increased alienation ‘‘offers a 
fairly pessimistic picture of the 
future, with possibilities for 
violence and by-passing -of 
traditional political solutions,” 
he said, while issue-voting 
“offers a more optimistic 
picture, with more rational 
decisions;by voters and greater 
responsiveness) of govern- 
mental leaders.” 

The SIUE political scientist 


. 
said whichever trend eventually 
dominates—alienation or issue- 
voting—will depend largely on 
how future presidents and 
presidential candidates behave, 
and on how the public responds 
to what these yet-to-be elected 
presidents do. 


Tubbesing said young voters 
respond more quickly to new 
political situations and are 
likely. ‘to become alvenated 
faster, but they are also more 
likely’ to cast their votes, ac- 
cording to issues.”

The United Nations conference 
at Bucharest is revealing a ten- 
dency to shift responsibility for 
the world’s population problem 
away from the countries that are 
being urged to curb their birth 
rates. The problem, according to 
many spokesmen for the Third 
World, is not that the undeveloped 
countries are creating too many 
mouths to feed but that the devel- 
oped countries are feeding them- 
selves too well. 

This threatens to make a com- 
bined political and economic issue 
out of what should be viewed as a 
humanitarian one, To be sure, a 
heavily overpopulated planet is 
going to create political and eco- 
nomic problems that would make 
those that occupy us today quite 
pale by comparison. However, the 
population question always re- 
duces itself to the choices of indi- 
vidual people. ; 

The United States of America 
has proposed at Bucharest that all 
countries encourage their popula- 
tions to regard two children per 
family as a desirable goal. Many 
countries with high reproductive 
rates regard this as an oversim- 
plification of the problem, and to 
an extent they are right. Tradi- 
tion, religion and fear of insecu- 
rity.in old age often lie behind the 
resistance to family planning. 
While well-read people of the in- 
dustrialized nations can see the 
implications of a finite planet dou- 
bling its population every 35 years 
— which is what present growth 
rates are dictating — it is hard to 
create such an awareness among 
people whose world ends at the 
edge of their own village. 

That the link between babies 
and general hunger must be made 


The trial balloon launched by 
President Ford with his sugges- 
tion of granting ‘conditional am- 
nesty”’ to draft evaders and de- 
serters of the Vietnam era came 
under considerable bombardment 
when barely off the ground. The 
Veterans of Foreign Wars con- 
vention, where the President ad- 
vanced the proposal, rejected it 
flatly. © 

However, it is just as well that 
Mr. Ford brought up the issue and 
called for a study to determine ex- 
actly what circumstances con- 
front those who are in exile or hid- 
ing for violating the Selective 
Service Act or the Code of Mili- 
tary Justice. There is a need to 
determine exactly how many 
young men are in this category. 
The estimates have ranged from a 
few thousand to several hundred 
thousand. The entire amnesty de- 
bate has been characterized by 
more emotion and misinforma- 
tion than rational airing of the 
kind of legal and personal prob- 
lems represented in these cases. 

The. VFW delegates adopted a 
resolution declaring that draft 
evaders arid deserters should be 
“required to stand trial for their 
crimes and shall pay such penal- 
ties upon conviction as’ the laws 
prescribe.’’ This might be consid- 
ered harsh,, especially by the par- 
ents and friends of the people it 
refers to, but it can hardly be con- 
sidéred unjust. A society based on 
the rule of law ventures onto dan- 
gerous ground when it excuses 
any ‘group from penalties it has 
used to persuade others to obey its 
laws. 

The VFW position is ndt harsh, 
however, when we,consider that 
the American judicial system has

obvious. Some Third World dele- 
gations at Bucharest, however, 
are trying to play down the failure 
of their countries to make more 
headway in reducihg their birth 
rates. Instead, they are arguing 
that the poverty and hunger of 
their people results from a lop- 
sided distribution of wealth and 
wasteful consumption by “rich” 
nations. 

The fact is that the well-off na- 
tions have been sharing their 
wealth in aid programs thet cost 
billions of dollars, but the eco- 
nomic progress this aid could 
bring :to poorer countries is con- 
tinually being diluted by rapid 
population growth. 

Of the $6.15 billion in develop- 
ment aid made available to the 
Third World by 12 developed na- 
tions, in, 1971, only 2 per cent was 
used for activities aimed at con- 
trolling population growth. Of all 
the funds currently going to poor 
countries through the World 
Bank, only 1 per cent is going to- 
ward population programs. \ cca 

The Bucharest conference is 
likely to end with a call for more 
economic assistance to overpopu- 
lated nations. Perhaps the well- 
fed countries can afford to be 
more generous in that respect, but 

acking their success and their 
living standard is not likely to in- 
spire their generosity. They would 
be more inclined to continue or in- 
crease their aid programs if they 
saw more evidence that efforts to 
develop, national economies in the 
Third World were accompanied 
by greater efforts to control the 
population burden which those 
economies must support.

never been.particularly vengeful 
toward. any offender who has ex- 
hibited'repentance and a desire to 
make restitution or otherwise 
square-his debt to society. If any- 
thing, our courts may have leaned 
too far in the direction of giving 
offenders a chance to rehabilitate 
themselves. 

Among those who deserted or 
evaded the draft there are no 
doubt many who were swept up in 
the hysteria of the anti-war move- 
ment dnd now regret that they 
placed themselves in the position 
of fugitives. They deserve com- 
passion and understanding, and 
there if no reason to doubt that 
they would receive it. What Presi- 
dent Ford seems to be searching 
for is a policy or program that 
would ‘provide some terms on 
which that understanding can be 
offered. 

Regrettably, the term ‘‘condi- 
tional amnesty"’ may only create 
confusion as this issue is resolved. 
Amnesty implies a general par- 
don for ‘an offense committed by a 
number of people. What Mr. Ford 
is suggesting, however, is not am- 
nesty, in this sense, but a formula 
by which those individuals who 
are prepared to acknowledge 
their failures are enabled to earn 
a place in society by sacrifice. 

The obedience to the law and 
the sacrifice made by the 2.5 mil- 
lion Americans who .served in 
Vietnam — and the 60,000 who 


gave their lives in that war — re-. _ 


mains an unassailable argument 
against. blanket: ‘“‘amnesty’’ for 
draft dodgers and deserters. It is 
an equally good argument for 
those men to face the issue, know- 


-ing tha\ they will be fairly and 


compassionately treated.

A question that is raised 
repeatedly throughout the 
country during our community 
campaign is: “Why aren’t youa 
member of the United Fund??” 
This is a valid question and it 
our responsibility to give the

honest answer. 

First, it is well to remember 
that the Natienal Cystic 
Fibrosis Research Foundation 
is seeking the conquest of cystic 
fibrosis and related children's 
lung disease. This a positive 
goal with only time as a 
negative factor. We are not 
combatting the United Fund 

Cystic fibrosis is a national 
health problem. It is a genetic 
disease unrelated to any par- 
ticular geographic location 

The NCFRF is a_ national 
volunteer effort engaged in 
dispersing. public information 
and supporting 110 care, 
research and teaching and 
clinical centers throughout the 
United States, with funds 
collected from _ interested 
citizens in an effort to eliminate 
this health problem at the 
earliest possible date. 


The United Fund is a local 
organization, combining many 
community concerns in a single 
drive. It emphasizes com- 
munity service—not nationally 
coordinated research 
programs. 


A portion of its member 
agencies, although engaged in 
valid community aid, would be 
unable to finance their 
programs without the United 
Fund. Most of the service 
agencies that are UF members 
seek to alleviate health and 
welfare problems, that will 
never be eliminated. 

Certainly, these are. worthy 
causes. But the emphasis, the 
rationale and the goals are nat 
parallel with ours. 

In addition, our educational 
impact would be lost if we were 
to join the fund. Because the 
symptoms of cystic fibrosis 
often resemble those of other, 
less serious conditions, children 
with this dread disease 
sometimes go undiagnosed and 
untreated due to lack of public 
education. 


A separate drive gives us 
virtually unlimited op- 
portunities for publicity and 
public information, especially 
on the people-to-people level 
where it does the most good 

There is no reason why the 
public should not be asked to 
support both community and 
national efforts in its behalf. 
Remember, ours is a voluntary 
health organization supported 
by voluntary giving. 

No one has to give to the 
NCFRF but it has been the 
experience of the NCFRF that 
more support is available fer 


our programs when the public is 
given the opportunity to directly 
contribute to an appeal from 
our volunteers. These cam- 
paigns serve to 

Inform the public of the 
nature of the problem. 

2. Actively involve 
community in support of 
children afflicted. 

3. Alert the medical com- 
munity to the current point of 
progress in medical 
management of the patient and 
the results of research toward 
easy identification of carriers. 

So many times in years past 
during the or-to-door 
solicitation, people have clos 
their doors, saying, “We give a 
work” and not giving us a 
chance to explain. 

I hope that the above ex- 
planation will cause people to 
think twice the next time we 
call, Our drive is scheduled for 
Sept. 8-15.

But even a 
tranquilizer can have some 

serious side-effects. 

"If. Congress and the 
President bring the federal 
budget into balance’ and' the 
Federal Reserve System 
holds the growth of the money - 
supply down to a_nonin- 
flationary rate, inflation will 
subside: apd there will be no 
need for the Council. 

On the oper hand, if-our 
leaders are thable to stick to 
this harsh but necessary 
treatment, inflation will 
continue to bea problem— 
perhaps even a worse 
problem than it is now. 

Suppose that is what happens. 
Then prices and wages would 
continue to go up—symptoms, 
not causes, of inflation. 

Meanwhile, the Council would 
undoubtedly be making 
recommendations against the 

wage and price increases and 
complaining loudly and bitterly 
about its powerlessness when 
these recommendations were 
exceeded. 

About this time a new 
Congress convenes. Many of its 
members have been elected on 
a promise to ‘‘do something’ 
about inflation 

The quickest, most visible 
and least unpopular thing its 
members could do" would be 


trols can have, the effect of 
worsening inflation, because 
business and labor try to get the 
biggest increases they can 
before ‘controls. are enw 
figuring they may not be able 
get what they need afterward. 
And ironically, these big

prophecy. 

Both the President and 
Congressional leaders 
recognize the potential for 
‘triggering ‘such a process, 
That’s why they have strongly 
denjed any intention of giving 
the Council enforcement powers 
at this time. 

But I don’t think these denials 
are enough. The Council itself 
will constitute a threat-in-being 
as long as it exists 
. The pressures to give it en- 
forcement power will be 
enormous. And the enforcement. 
power could be created swiftly, 
once the decision was made~ 

LT hope leaders of business and 
labor will do everything they 
can to avoid giving the Council 
an excuse to ask for more 
power. / 

But even in this course, there 
is danger: 

To-the extent that wage or 
price changes indicated by 
market conditions are foregone 
for political reasons, the 
“powerless” Council will tend / 
to create the same kind of 
shortages, distortions and 
misallocations of resources that 
would result from genuine 
controls. 


The real solution is for all of 
us to keep the pressure on 
Congress to restrain the federal 
budget.

Women's week spotlights 
need fer enactment of 
equal rights amendment

As the nation pays tribute to 
American women during 
Women’s Week, the Depart- 
ment of Labor salutes, in 
particular, women workers. 

Women’s Week follows the 
anniversary of the certification 
of the Nineteenth Amendment, 
extending suffrage to women as 
part of our Constitution. 

While Women’s Week com- 
memorates the nation’s first 
toward equality for 
women, it also focuses on the 
progress we have made in 
securing other political, social 
and economic rights for women. 

As secretary of Labor, I am 
proud of the measures we have 
taken to eliminate sex 
discrimination in employment 
and to open new opportunities to 
women in the work force. 

We now have formidable tools 
to achieve equality for all 
workers—the Equal. Pay Act, 
Executive Order 11246 as 
amended, Revised Order N: 
4, and Title VII of the Civil 
Rights Act. 

However, compliance with 
these laws which prohibit 
discrimination in employment 
on the basis of sex, aS well as 
race, religion, color, and 
national origin; is not an 
automatic process: 

Compliance entails more than 
enforcement measures. It 
requires understanding and a 
willingness on the part of em- 
ployers and warkers ‘to make 
the legal safeguards effective. 

So i€ is important) that 
Women’s Week serve as an 
opportunity to create. greater 
understanding of what is 
required under the law and to 
promote wider acceptance of 
the concept of equality of op- 
portunity and of the affirmative 
action necessary to achieve that 
equality. 

Women’s Week is a time for 
assessment, a time for em- 
ployers to look at their af- 
firmative action programs and 
to consult with employes as to 
how those plans can be im- 

roved, . 

It is a time for unions to 
evaluate theirefforts to insure 
equal treatment of women and 
meni in the workplace. 

And it is a time for women’s 
organizations, concerned with 
the economic and. political: 
status of women, to call at- 
tention to the rights women, 
have wor—and especially ‘to 
make sure that all women, 
including those of minority and 
disadvantaged: groups, ~ know 
what their rights are and what 


action to take if those rights are 
violated. 

Women's Week must also look 
to the future. One matter which 
calls for, renewed . effort ‘is 
ratification of the Equal Rights 
Amendment which still needs 
the approval of five mote | 
states. |

supports this amendment as the 
single measure that will give 
women the status of full 
citizenship and assure men and | 
women equal rights under. the
